SALISBURY AND THE FISHERIES. 


He Thinks the Americans are Disgruntled 
About the Halifax Award. 

LONDON, April 20.—It is officially stated that 
Lord Salisbury, in a dispatch sent to Washing- 
ton March 24th, said that the British govern- 
ment, understanding the action of the United 
States in den the fishery articles of the 
treaty of Was to be, in a great degree, 
a result of disappointment at being called upon 
to pay £1,100,000 under the Halifax fisheries 
award, offers to revert to the old condition of 
affairs without pecan acd indemnity, which 
ofler it trusts will commend itself to the Amer- 
ican government as being based upon the spirit 
of good will and generosity which should ani- 
mate the two great and kindred nations, whose 
common origin, language and institutions con- 
titute as many bonds of amity and concord. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The secretary of 
state declines to either confirm or deny the 
statement cabled from London to the effect that 
Lord Salisburyg has sent a dispatch to this 
government on the subject of the fisheries, of- 
fering to revert to the old condition of affairs 
without pecuniary indemnity, Secretary Bay- 
aid also declined to express any opinion with 
regard to the subject matter of the tch as 
cabled, which is not exactly news in diplomatic 


circles, the same proposition having emanated 


from a Canadian source some time ago. Well

As the rep- 
resentativesof the United States on the com- 
mission that negotiated the treaty of Washing- 
ton and the Halifax commission which fixed 
the award made to England for the use of Ca- 
nadian inshore fisheries, expressly denied that 
the privilege accorded to United States vessels 
of fishing in Canadian waters was more valua- 
able than the concession made to Canadian 
fishermen of a like privilege in waters of the 
United States and the free entry of their fish, 
it is safe to assume that the department of state 
never entertained the idea of renewiggthe 
treaty of Washington with the understanding 
that the last indemnity was again to be paid 
to Great Britain for the right to enjoy the in- 
shore fisheries of Canada. Negotiations with 

treat Britain on this subject are progressing 
and the secretary hopes that they will result 
in aharmoniousand satisfactory understand: 
ing. between that country and the United 
States. So many applications for information 
and copies of the treaty of Washington have 
poured in upon the department since the ad- 
journment of congress that the 10,000 copies of 
that treaty printed fer the use of the depart- 
ment, have been exhausted and a fresh supply 
has been ordered. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES THEFT? 


A Texas Decision Which Throws New Light 
on the Subject. 


AvusTINn, Tex., April 20.—The court of 
appeals has just rendered a decision 
which has thrown the gambling fraternity in- 
toa flutter. The case was William Porter vs. 
the state, from Collier county, charge, thefs. 
Porter, while engaged in a game of cards, bor- 
rowed money from a bystander to use in the 
game, on promise to pay it back after the game 
was over. He failed to do so, and the man 
loaning him the money had him indicted for 
theft. He was found guilty in the lower court 
and appealed his case, which has been affirmed. 
Judge White, who rendered the opinion, said 
among other things that if the taking, though 
originally lawfal, was obtained by a false pre- 
tense, or with the intent of depriving the 
owner of the value thereof and appropriate the 
property to the use, etc., of the person taking, 
the offense is complete. 

In this the material question is, do the facts 
in the record]constitute theft? Itisin*proof that 
the money alleged to have been stolen was 
loaned by the prosecutor to the appellant upon 
the promise to return it when he had finished 
the game of cards he was then playing. The 
court instructed the jury that if they believed 
from the evidence that appellant and those in- 
dicted with him entered into a conspiracy to 
obtain the money, to deprive the owner of its 
value and appropriate to their possession, and 
that the owner of the money did not part 
with the title to it, but gave it to the indicted 
parties on their promise to return it after the 
game and they did not intend to comply with 
their promise, that the jury would find 
the defendant, Wm. Porter, guilty of ‘theft. 

We are of the opinion that the court stated 
the case correctly in conformity with the stat- 
ute. This is a novel case, but in our opinion a 
case of theft is made out and the judgment 
is aflirmed. = 


THE ANARCHISTS DISBAND. 


Chicago Groups Hold a Meeting and Break 

- Up the Organization. 

Curcaao, April 20.—The Daily News this 
morning says: ™ 

“An event which one year ago would have been 
considered of startling importance happened in 
Chicagoja few days ago. A formidable organ‘zation 
which filled the history of Chicago for the year 
1886 with terror and excitement drew its last 
breath and was baried. The anarchistic groups of 
the International Working People’s association 
disbanded, There was no particular excitement 
about this occurrence. None ofonce infiuential 
and powerful leaders attended the 
funeral. The burial of the International 
Working people’s association took place 
at63 Emma street, in the presence of about fifty 
men, who still remained in the various groups. 
They were members of the northwest, southwest 
and southside groups of the International Working 
People’s association of the general committee, cen- 
tral body of the Internationalists and of the Lehr 
and Webr Verein. 

Jacob Gruneberg, who was chosen chairman, in 
alengthy speech announced the object of the 
meeting: “I would suggest that we give a conserva- 
tive friend an opportunity tospeak.’’ The friendto 
whom Mr, Gruneberg alluded wasone of the leaders 
of the central labor union.* His speech made quite 
an impression on the scared crowd. 

After he had finished one member moved that 
the organization be disbanded. Several speakers 
made faint attempts to oppose the motion. The 
conservative again made an earnest appeal. “You 
have no organ,’’ he concluded. ‘‘Your name is 
mentioned with horror and contempt even by the 
workingmen, Ifthelivesof the convicted men 
row in the county jailare dear to you, disband, 
and let all past experiences be forgotten forever.’ 

The motion was finally submitted toa vote, and 
carried without a dissenting voice. 


TO BE SURRENDERED FOR DEBT. 


The Union Pacific to Be Turned Over to the 
Government, 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 20.—There is a well 
defined rumor to the effect that the Union Pa- 
cific stock holders are quietly preparing to sur- 
render the old Union Pacific main line for gov- 
ernment debt and abandon their Omaha and 
Council Bluffs termini, making several branch- 
es of the Union Pacific which are owned by 
them, independent of the government line, a 
new system of lines, with Lincoln as their east- 
ern terminus. The main features involved in 
this plan consists of, first, a through line from 
Lincoln to Denver, with a connection at Lin- 
coln with the old Iowa Pool lines, and, second, 
the linking together of all the Union Pacific 
branches with this Lincoln and Denver lines, 
making with the Oregon short line, Denver 
and Rio Grande a new system to be called the 
Lincoln, Denver and Pacific. This to be con- 
ducted under cover of the old St. Joseph and 
Grand Island road, which, it is definitely 
known, is owned by the Union Pacific regimes, 
who have never parted with the control of the 
Union Pacific branch lines. Itis claimed that 
by the time cengress is ready to act upon Un- 
ion Pacific matters, these lines will be comple- 
ted and the Union Pacific, shorn of its branch- 
es, Will be ready to be turned over to the gov- 
ernment as @ white elephant.

MEMORIAL EXERCISES AT NEW 
YORK’S CAPITAL. 


The Life, Character and Public Services of the Late 
President Reviewed by Hons. Benjamin H,Brew- 
ster and Chauncey M. Depew-—A Distin- 
guished Audience Present- Notes. 


A.Bany, N. Y., April 20.—Exercises in 
honor of the memory of the late President 
Arthur was held in the assembly chamber this 
evening, a distinguished audience being pres. 
ent. Most of the members of the senate and as- 
sembly—many with their wives —were present. 
Among the relatives of the ex-president pres- 
ent were Chester A. Arthur, Jr., Miss Nellie 
Arthur, James H. Masten, of Cohoes; Arthur 
H. Masten, Mr. and Mrs, John E. McElroy, 
Misses May and Jessie and Mr. William H. 
McElroy. The only decorations were Ameri- 
can flags draped behind the speaker's desk and 
a portrait of General Arthur. 

Senator Smith called the meeting to order 
and introduced Governor Hill as chairman. 
The governor was received with hearty ap- 
plause and briefly returned thanks for the 
honor conferred on him. The speakers were 
ex-United States District Attorney Benjamin 
H. Brewster, of Philadelphia, and Hon. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, of New York, who spoke elo- 
quently of the life and character and public 
services of the dead president. Mr. Depew 
concluded his speech as follows: 


When the end came for General Garfield, Arthur 
entered the white house as he had taken the oath 
of ofice—alone. A weaker man would have suc- 
cumbed, a narrower one have seized upon the 
patronage and endeavored to build up his power 
by strengtbening his faction. But the lineage and 
training of Arthurstood in this solemn and critical 
hour, for patriotism and manliness. Friends, co- 
workers within the old lines, and associates under 
the old conditions looking for opportunities, for 
recognition or for revenge, retiredgchastened and 
enlightened from the presence of the president of 
the United States. 

The man had not changed. He was the same 
enial, companionable and loving gentleman, but 
n the performance of public duty herose tothe 

full measure and Gigiuty of his great office. It was 
the process which has been witnessed before 
among our statesmen, where under the pressure 
of sudden and grave responsibilities the evolution 
of character and capacity which would, under or- 
dipary conditions, have taken a lifetime or per- 
haps never matured, culminate in a moment, 
The most remarkable example in our history 

Abraham Lincoln, an a lesser 
degree Edwin M. — Stanton and Sal- 
mon P. Chase. The cold and hesitating constitu- 
ency which expected the president to use for the 
personal and selfish ends and ambitions of himself 
and friends the power so suddenly and unexpect- 
edly acquired, saw the chief magistrate of a mighty 
nation so performing his duties, 80 nistering 
his trust, so impartially acting for the public in- 
terests and the public wellfare, that he entered 
upon the second year of his term in full possession 
of the eonfidence of his countrymen. 

The grateful task of review and portrayal of the 
history of his administration has n most wor- 
thily assigned in these ceremonies to the learned, 
eloquent and eminent lawyer who was the attor- 
ney general in his cabinet. 

President Arthur will be distinguished both for 
what he cid and what he refrained from doing. 
The strain and intensity of public feeling, the ve- 
hemence of the an and vindictive passions of 
the time, demanded the rarest of negative as well 
as positive qualities. Thecalm and even course 
of government aliayed excitement and appealed 
to the better judgment of the nerrple: But 
though not a gre veor brilliant, his administra- 
tion was sensible and stro and admirably ad- 
justed to the conditions which created and attend- 
ed it. Hespoke vigorously for the reform and im- 
provement of the civil service, and when congress, 
acting upon his suggestions, enacted the law, he 
constructed the machinery for its execution? which 
has since accomplished most sa ctory, though 
as yet incompiete results. On question of currency 
and finance he met the needs of public and private 
credit, and the best commercial sentiment of the 
country. He knew the necessity for efficient coast 
defenses and a uuvy equaltothe requirements vf 
the age. He ~keenly felt the 
weakness of our merchant marine and the total 
destruction of the proud position we had snags +f 
held among the maritime nations of the world, 
and did what he could to move congress to wise 
and patriotic legislation. When the measures of 
his period are crowded into oblivion ed the rapid 
and ceaseless tread of the events of each hour, in 
our phenomenal development and its needs, two 
acts of dramatic picturesqueness and historical 
gigvificance will furnish themes for the orator and 
illustrations for the accademic stage of the future. 

The centennial of the final surrender at York- 
town which marked the end of the revolutiona 
war and the close of English rule was celebrat 


with fittin ge reed and appropriateness. The 


esence oO e descendants of Lafayette and 

teuben! as the guests of the nation, typified the 
undying gratitude ofthe republic for the services 
rendered by the great French patriot and his 
countrymen, and by the famous German soldier. 
But the president, with characteristic grace and 
tact determined that the ceremonies should also 
officially record that all feelings of hostility against 
the mother couutry were dead. He direc that 
the celebration should be closed by a_ salute 
fired in honor of the British flag, as he felicitously 
said, ‘in recognition of the friendly relations so 
long and so happily — between Great 
Britain and the United States, in the trust and 
confi¢ ence of peace and good will between the two 
countries for all the centuries to come,’’ and then 
he added the sentence which might be America’s 
message of congratulation at the queen’s jubilee 
this summer, “and especially as a mark of thepro- 
found respect entertained by the American people 
for the illustrious sovereign and gracious lady who 
sits upon the British ne.”’ 

General Grant was ayn, of a aes, and 
most painful disease. Manifold and extraordinary 
misfortunes had befallen him and his last days 
were clouded with great mental distress and 
doubt. The old soldier was most anxious to know 
that his countrymen freed him and would hold his 
memory sacred from all blame in connection with 
the men and troubles with which he had become 
so strangely, innocently and mostinextricably in} 
volved. Whether his life should suddenly out 
in the darkness, or be spared foran indefinite a 
ried was largely ;<dependent upon some act which 
would convey to him the confidence and admiration 
of the people. Again were illustrated both General 
Artbur’s strong friendship and his always quick 
and correct appreciation of the expression of pop- 
ular sentiment. By timely suggestions to congress, 
speedily acted upon, he happily closed the admin- 
istration by affixing as its last official act his signa- 
ture to the nomination, which was confirmed with 
tumultuous cheers, creating Ulysses 8. Grant gen- 
eralofthe army. The news fiashed to the hero, 
with affectionate message, rescued him from the 
grave, to enjoy for months the blissful assurance 
that comrades and countrymen had taken his 
character and career into their tender and watch- 
ful keeping. 

There has rarely been in the history of popular 
governments so great a contrast as iu the public 
appreciation of General Arthur at the time of his 
inavguration and when he retired from office. The 
president of whom little was expected jand much 
feared returned to private life enjoying in a larger 
degree than most of his predecessors the profound 
respect and warm regard of the a without

ANTI-COERCION MEETINGS. 


Mr. Gladstone Wishes to Show the Extent of 
Them to the Irish People. | 

Loypon, April 20.—Mr. Gladstone writes: 

“T attach very high value and importance to the 
ma 8, Now incessant, of American as 
well as colonial sympathy with the Irish people in 
the crisis created ty the causeless, insulting and 
insidious bill at present before parliament. Apart 
from particular and more or iess formal acknowl- 
edgements, I am not of the opinion that it would 
be proper Or expedient for me to take it upon my- 
self to address any general communication to 
America on this subject, which, however, I have 
noticed and may again notice in parliament. Still 
I am very anxious that the people of this country 
should heve the means of understanding how 
much beyond the range of any sectional impulses 
and how truly national the movement in the United 
States bas become, and in this view [ would recom- 
mend that an endeavor should be made to present 
some estimate of the aggregate number of persons 
by which the recent meetings in America had 
been attemded and likewise and especially an 
estimate of the numbers of governors, mayors, 
senators, representatives, clergymen and other offi- 
cial or highly responsible persons by whom such 
meetings Bave been countenanced or supported. 

LONDON, April 20.—John Morley addressed 
an audience of four thousand persons at Wolver- 
hampton this evening. Refcrring to Mr. Glad » 
stone, he gaid that no other great. leader had 
ever jaunched a great issue or fought for a great 
cause with a spirit so entirely forgetful of its 
own personality, and so entirely shutting out 
the mean and ignoble considerations which 
seemed to affect ignoble minds. The crimes 
bill, contistued the speaker, awakened tens of 
thousands of liberals to what they did when 
they rejected Mr. Gladstone’s policy. He re- 
pudiated the accusation that the liberals coun- 
tenanced violence and obstruction in parliament 
and that they allied themselves with 
men whose nds were stained with 
outrage. He reminded Mr. Chamberlain 
that he, in the Fortnightly Review, for Febra- 
ary, 1886,advised that the Parnellite leaders be 

en into the councils of the queen. The 

round table conference had been suspended 
because Mr. Chamberlain, though conciliatory 
in conclave, continued in speeches and letters 
publicly to revive bitterness. The unionists 
proposed to settle the question by ignoring five- 
sixths of the Irish people and dubbing their 
tausted representatives ruflians. On the gen- 
eral charge of complicity in 
crime brought against the Parnellites 
he had to say that the charge was fully stated 
before parlaiment in 1883, when the Irish 
government, after the fullest inquiries, found 
that the accusation could not be substantiated. 
With regard to the latest charge made by the 
Times, until that paper explained how it ob- 
tained the letter and grounds for believing it 
to be authentic, he should content himself with 
Mr. Parnell’s denial. On the fringe of every 
popular movement some bad blood had been 
exhibited, but it was a mistake to call Irish- 
Awerican home rulers scum of the earth. The 
Chicago convention had resulted in the defeat 
of the party of violence.

. Lonpon, April 20.—The Times, asa proof 
of its aseéytion at the conclusion of its articles 
on “Parnellism and Crime,” that it had further 
documentary evidence, printed a fac-simile of 
a letter signed by Mr. Parnell and sapposed to 
have been addressed to Eagan to pacify his sub- 
ordinates when Parnell publicly denounced the 
Phenix park murders, The letter fills one 
side of an ordinary sheet of note paper and is 
in a strange handwriting.

The address of welcome was delivered by 
Dr. J. F. Alexander, of Atlanta. Dr. Alexan- 
der said it afforded him great pleasure to wel- 
come the doctors to the city. 
The annual convention of the 
physicians of the state did great good by afford- 
ing opportunity for an interchange of thoughts 
and opinions and also gave much pleasure in a 
social way. Dr Alexander, while welcoming 
the doctors to the city, said he thought that as 
Georgia’s citizens they had cause to be proud 
of Atlanta—a city of morality, religion and 
advancement.

DR. FOSTER RESPONDS. 

Dr. Eugene Foster, of Augusta, responded to 
the address of welcome. 

Dr. Fostor said that as Paris was France, so 
it seemed Atlanta was about to be considered 
all of Georgia. Everything comes to Atlanta. 
About seventy-five years ago he had an incli- 
nation to fight Atlanta, but he had learned to 
love the city. He wished city in Geor- 
gia was like Atlanta, and that the grand 
old city of Augusta had Atlanta’s” public 
spirit and enterprise and local confi- 
dence.

Gentlemen of the Medical Association of Georgia:

Heredity can be traced di- 
rectly through some of the most formidable dis- 
eases to which we are subject; and when both pa- 
rents have defective organisms, it is a physical 
certainty that their peculiarities wili be manifes- 
ted in their offspring in some form.

Held, that the twelth and fourteenth items 
are not necessarily inconsistent, but construing 
the entire will together, the words “all the 
property,’’ used in the fourteenth item, are to 
be taken in a restricted sense, so as to exclude 
from their operation the lands and negroes 
disposed of by the second item, and are equiva- 
lent to all the other property than that herein- 
before disposed of. 

(a.) If two clauses of a deed be utterly in- 
consistent, the former must preyail; in a will 
the latter must prevail; but the intention of 
the parties should, if possible, be ascertained 
and carried into effect, so as to render the 
whole instrument operative; and where neces- 
sary for the purposeof effecuating the inten- 
tion, the rules of grammatical construction 
may be disregarded, sentences and words 
transposed and conjunctions substituted for 
each other. and in extreme cases of ambiguity, 
v here the instrument, as it stands, is without 
meaning, words may be supplied; but if the 
clause as it stands may have effect, it should be 
so construed, however well satisfied the court 
may be of a different testamentary intention.

(b.) ‘This construction is strengthened by the 
use of the words ‘‘a!l tbe property” in other 
items of the will. 

(c.) Where the intention can be ascertained 
from the instrument itself, there is no necessity 
for a resort to extraneous evidence to explain 
an apparent ambiguity, which is cleared away 
by the context of the will. 

(d.) Besides, the interpretation given to the 
will in this case seems to be that which the 
parties themselves have placed upon it, and in 
which they have acquiesced for nearly twenty 
years.

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Saleon Keepers in Maine Openly Defy the 
New Liquor Law. 

BanoGor, Me., April 20,—The new liquor law 
went into effect the other day, with the excep- 
tion of the prima facie evidence clause, which 
will really not be in operation until May Ist, 
when the new government licenses are taken 


out. 

In this city for several years the prohibitory 
laws have been a dead letter, and today with 
the advent of intensified liquor legislation 
making it imprisonment for the first offense, 
there was no change in the situation. When 
morning dawned there was the usual proces- 
sion of thirsty bibulants in search of eye open- 
ers. In fact, all day long the two iahdved 
places or more where liquor can be tippled did 
as flourishing a business as ever. There was 
| no attempt at concealment or any device re- 
sorted to to evade the law. 

- THE LAW A DEAD LETTER, 
On Saturday Miss Mary Crosby, a most esti- 
‘ mable lady,. addressed an open letter to the 
mayor, which was largely circulated; appeal- 
ing to him toexecute the law. Those who 
perused it made up their minds that today 
would witness another Jerrard regime inaug- 
urated. They were disappointed. There were 
no indications that the law would be enforced 
or that liquor sellers were in any way scared. 
A visit to the lowest groggeries on the Devil's 
Half Acre showed that the pernicious traflic in 
nasty beer and tarantula whisky was plied in 
asopen and flagrant a manner asever, Nor 
were the more respectable saloons any less de- 
fiant or contemptuous in their treatment of 
the law. Thirsty souls could get all they 
wanted. As for the hotels, their barroom; 
dispensed to their patrons all the favorite bev- 
erages from an aromatic cocktail to a sparkling 
beaker of champagne without the slightest 
embarrgssment, and just as freely as if no pro- 
hibitive Jaw wasonthe statute book, Not 
eveh the guests at the table d’ hote were cut 
off their various supplies at their noonday 
meal. 
CAUTIOUS DRUGGISTS. 

The druggists were the ouly ones who 
showed more caution than usual in selling the 
subtle and forbidden fluid. Some actually de- 
clined to sell it for medical purposes, but there 
were more who did, and even went so far as 
to vend it for mechanical and scientific uses. 
It was amusing to see how some who wanted 
their bottles filled with their favorite nectar 
would gotowork. They would come into a 
store timidly and ina whisper to the man of 
drugs, give their order. Then, looking slyly 
in all directions to see if the coast was clear of 
Philistines, they would vacate the premises as 
bravely with their purchase as if nothing had 
happened. Atthecity weg agency there was 
a falling off in sales. The total amount of 
liquor sold for the day did not exceed $1,500. 
A florid cheeked old duffer, who apparently 
had blind staggers,strode into this legalized rum 
shop, and if all reports be true, he undoubtedly 
had his needs supplicd. There were no drunk- 
en men seen on the streets, and Bangor was a3 
orderly as the most law-abiaing citizen could 
wish. Atten o’clock at night every saloon 
and drinking place was closed. Askinga blue 
coated “‘knight of the lecust’”’ how mauy had 
been pulled in at the police station for drunk- 
enness, he replied: “Not one.” It is hinted 
that an aggressive campaign against Bangor 
liquor sellers is in prospect. With that design 
in view Governor Bodwell has been petitioned 
to appoint two special constables, but the 
knowing ones say such appointments will not 
be made. 

a Commercial of this evening says, edito- 
rially: 

‘It is stated that the persons who carried aroun’ 
the petition asking for the appointment of a state 
constable to enforce the prohibitory law in this city, 
were upable to obtain the signature of asingle busi- 
ness firm or individual of any standing whatever in 
this community. The people of Bangor realizethat 
a radical enforcement of the law here would not 
be conducive to the cause of temperance, but 
would be fruitful in corruption of the most degrad- 
ingtype. This view is held by hundreds of people 
who have tio sympathy with the liquor traffic, who 
believe intemperance is as great an evil asit can 
possibly be painted, and who are ready to sustain 
atany and all times any practical measures de- 
signed to reduce or obliterate it, if possible, entirely 
from the community. It is the bulwark of consery- 
ative sentiments that renders Jerardism a matter of 
practical impossibility here,’’ 

BLAINE’S HIDDEN HAND. 

It would appear that Mr3. Crosby had har 

oubts whether the new law would be vigorous- 
ly enforced. In concluding her letter to the 
mayor previously referred to she says:—

BETWEEN A MACON PATROLMAN 
AND A BELLIGERENT N&GRO, 


Joe Bugg Gets a Bullet—-A Man Who Fights by Sut- 
ting and Biting- A Serious Wound—Frost’s Pre- 
liminary Trial~Mickiejohn Before the 
Court—Other News Notes, Etc. 


Macon, Ga. April 20.—[Special.]—Last 
night between ten and eleven o'clock, Joe 
Bugg gotintoarow with George Young. It 
appears that he hit at another negro, who is 
known as “The Black Dog of East Macon,” 
and bit Young’s finger instead. 

Patrolman Jeff Johnson was called upon to 
arrest Bugg, and he attempted to do so, when 
the negro resisted and Johnson had to club 
him. Buggran off, and Jeff again tried to 
arrest him on the other side of the street, when 
Bugg again resisted and while the officer was 
struggling with him, trying toget the nippers 
on his wrist, Bugg jerked and struck him, 
bringing him heavily to the ground. John- 
son sprang to his feet and Bugg threw his 
hand behind him, when the oflicer drew his 
pistol and fired. With a cry of pain Bugg 
turned and ran up Factory Row, and it was 
some time before he could be found, When he 
was located it was discovered that he was geri- 
ously wounded, and he, was taken in George 
Lumpkin’s wagon and carried tohis home 
near Stuart McCarty’s, on Fort Hawkins bill, 
and put to bed. Dr. J.G. McCrary was sum- 
moned and began a rearch for the bullet, 
which was found just under the 
skin, on the right side,a little below 
and about four inches to{the right of the umbil- 
icus. The ball, a No. 38 caliber, entered near 
the front end of the right rib, and traversed 
the abdomen a distance of twelve inches. 

Joe was still alive up to two o’clock today, 
with some small chances of recovery. Dr. Mc: 
Crary thinks that he has a showing to get well, 
but considers the wound an extremely danger: 
ousone. Johnson did not appear on duty at 
noon, but itis said that he was not hurt. 

Chief Wiley went over to East Macon to in- 
vestigate the matter today. He talked with 
quite a number of witnesses, and from what he 
learns, Johnson was entirely justifiable. 

It appears that Joe is a negro of 
boisterous disposition. He is a 
big heavy set fellow, and works at 
Anderson’s brick yard. He thrashes his wife 
cccasionally, and invariably resorts to the 
methods of butting and biting. Heretofore he 
_ has always gotten outof his various scrapes by 
skipping out and remaining away until the 
affair blows over. 

Last night he got ona spree, and began his 
exploits by scaring Dr. McCrary’s cook and 
another negro who was passing Hamp Hall's 
barrom, when he drewa knife and pursued 
them. He then sent a message to Jim Earp 
that McCarty wanted his pistol. Earp, who is 
McCarty’s clerk, sent the pistol and thought 
no more of it Hethen vaunted and uttered 
big threats of what he would do. 

Finally he tackled the patrolman and then 
got into thetrouble. Very fewif any of the 
people of Macon Will think that Johnson done 
other than his duty in the premises.

He is Sent Back to Jail in Default of a Tho: § 
sand Dollars Bail. 

Macon, Ga., April 20.—[Special.]—Today 
Charles Frost, the alleged bigamist, was brought 
into Freeman’s court for trial. He was 
represented by Mr. J. W. Robinson. Chief 
Wiley appeared as prosecutor, and submitted a 
letter from C. Guatermus, of Selma, Ala., 
charging Frost with bigamy, and further al- 
leging that he had information that the 
crime amounted to polygamy, as Frost had a 
living wife when he married in Selma. 

Mr. Robinson moved for a dismissal on the 
ground, first, that the allegations in the war- 
rant were incoherent, Frost being charged with 
bigamy, when the evidence was that, if guilty 
atall, he was guilty of polygamy.

Justice Freeman held that the evidence was 
sufficient to warrant his detention, and fixed 
his bond at one thousand dollars. Failing to 
give this he was remanded to jail.

The peach crop is entirely destroyed by the 
heavy frosts, but the prospect for a good apple 
crop was never better.

He was born in 
Cassel, Germany, in 1834, and came to 
America in 1855, going into the cotton bus- 
iness at Galveston, Texas, with his brother 
Gustave. The firm achieved success and 
five years later Morris came to New York 
and became a member of the prominent 
cotton house of Fatman & Co. From 1868 
to 1880 he represented this concern in Liver- 
pool,and then he began operations on his 
own account. In 1881 he manipulated the 
big corner in cotton, the first that was ever 
attempted on any large scale. Mr. Ranger 
is said to have cleared £2,000,000 by this 
operation. While in the thick of the fight 
with the ‘‘bears’’ he gave orders without 
memoranda or accounts and by his own pres- 
tige demoralized his opponents. All Eng- 
land rang with the excitement of the corner, 
and Ranger, the cotton king, was pictured 
and written up by the leading newspapers and 
periodicals of the British empire. The mat- 
ter came up in parliament, where a discus- 


sion of preventive legislation was prolonged | 
without definite result. Two years later, | 


_ however, the “cotton king’’ found ‘himself 
~~ forced to attempt another corner in order to 
_ prevent his failure. But y iipecaa had

self. He finally suspended, and left unie- 
cured liabilities ot about £1,800,000. He 
returned to New York ia 1884, and has not 
been prominent in the market since that 
time. 


The Streets of a City. 


if Nearly every argument that can be ad- 
vanced in favorofa system of substantial 
country roads may be applied to the streets 
ofacity. In fact, when the two approach a 
high state of perfection it is difficult to tell 
where one ends and the other begins. 

A city isa little world initself, and its 
means of communication, travel and traffic 
should meet all the requirements of necessi- 
fy and convenience. When the old Romans 
built their magnificent streets and roads 
civilization and social development reached 
their meridian. When Europe lapsed into 
the comparative barbarism of the dark ages 
men built their domiciles upon ragged 
heights, and in inaccessible places. Roads 
disappeared. There was|no communication, 
little travel, and commerce and industry 
languished. 

If good reads and bad roads respectively 
indicate the conditions of civilization and 
barbarism, it must follow that good streets 
and bad streets are identified with the cor- 
responding extremes of urban development. 

Without considering the matter from an 
ornemental or sanitary point of view, it may 

be said that streets should be so constructed 
as to render the greatest possible amount of 
benefit to the persons and property thereby 
affected. Taking this view ofthe subject, 
good pavements become of the utmost im- 
portance. When the streets are well paved 
an increase in travel and traffic always fol- 
lows. Men spend more money on a better 
class of vehicles when they see the matter of 
wear and tear reduced toaminimum. Im- 
provements in real estate in these days de- 
pend entirely upon the condition of the 
streets. When people feel like doing any 
climbing they go to the mountains; they do 
not have any fancy for itinthe city. So, 
when a citizen owns alot approached bya 
steep incline, he isin no mood. to builda 
fine house. He wants his residence to be 
easily accessible. Narrow, badly paved, 
badly sewered streets make property owners 
negligent and slack. They grow indifferent 
about repairs and improvements. Natur- 
ally real estate depreciates, or at least does 
not advance as would be the case under 
more favorable conditions. 

But the construction of regular, reasona- 
bly wide, well paved streets never fails to 
stimulate real estate. Louis Napoleon knew 

just what results would follow when he 
revolutionized the streets of Paris, making 
them the most admirable of the world’s 
thoroughfares. Old houses were remodeled, 
vacant lots built up, and the improvement 
craze did not stop until it had made Paris a 
city of glitter and dazzle, in fact the most 
famous show city of the world. Of course 
every city cannot take the French metropo- 
lis as its model, but it can, if it will, pro- 
vide itself with a good system of streets, 
There is another important point to be con- 
sidered. Acity’s streets and the suburban 
and country roads should not be totally 
dissimilar, Substantfal and convenient 
highways radiating from a city are of inesti- 
mable value, and they induce rural property 
owners to make improvements that they 
would never have dreamed of under a bad 
system of highways. - 

Good streets; good roads; take care of 
these, and both town and country will array 
themselves in holiday attire, and show off 
at their best. We see this illustrated to a 
great extent inthe case of Atlanta, In 
every quarter of the city improvements 
have always kept pace with the condition 
of the streets. Every dollar that ,we have 
expended for good paving has come back to 
us in many ways with a big interest. When 
we put money in a judicious way into our 
streets the investment will bring big returns 
at an early day. 


Let the People Have Water. 

THE CONSTITUTION is glad to know that 
council has promptly revoked the recent or- 
der with respect to the free use of artesian 
water. The economical spirit displayed by 
Superintendent Richards is commendable in 
a public officer, but it should be bornein 
mind by him as well as by the city authori- 
ties that the economy which would prevent 
the free use of water, even to the extent of 
waste, is in the nature of an experimentthat 
may turn out to be both costly and danger- 
ous. 

ff should be borne in mind, moreover, 
that itis not intended to make the water 
works system a profitable investment; it is 
not intended that the system should pay 
money into the city treasury, and any eco- 
nomical project that squints in that direc- 
tion is opposed to sound public policy, and 
is a gross Violation of the simplest laws of 
sanitation. Thesystem has been well man- 
aged heretofore, and it is to be hoped that no 
scheme, or pretence of a scheme, that may 
be disguised under the cloak of economy, 
will be permitted to stand in the way of the 
intentions and desires of the people. 

The truth of the matter is, that Atlanta 
has always been in a ticklish position with 
respect toits water supply. This has been 
the weak point in the site and position of 
the city. This is a fact that we need not at- 
tempt to deceive ourselves about. It is not 
only an important, but a vital fact; so vital, 
indeed, that there is no room for experi- 
mental economy. 

Under the circumstances, the meter sys- 
tem, introduced some time ago, may be con- 
sidered a success, but if there were no arte- 
sian well, it would be a vicious system, ia- 
deed. With the artesian supply, however, 
the meters are permitted to do their perfect 
work and the pumps at the water works are 
enabled to run up to the fire pressure at any 
moment. Thus, the artesian well is more 
than paying for itself, and the water works 
system is a source of protection. 

But there are some important facts that no 
citizen of Atlanta can afford to lose sight of. 
In the first place, the question of our water 
supply is intimately connected with that of 
sanitation.’ In other words, the healthtal- 
ness of a large part of the city depends al- 
most absolutely on the water supply. The 
two are inseparable. There are seveuteen 


have seventeen outfalls, but not one of these 
outfalls is beyond the confines of the city. 
This means that the filth and excrement 
issuing from these seventeen miles of sewers 
is dumped within the incorporate limits of 
the city. 
This is a very serious condition-of affairs 

It constitutes a problem, the solution of 
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on. This condition has been greatly miti- 
gated heretofore by the free and unlimited 
use of water accorded to the city. What 
our economical authorities call waste water 
is, in fact, water applied to a very good pur- 
pose. Water that cleanses and drenches 
and purifies is not water wasted. This is 
one of the elementary principles of sani- 
tation that every intelligent man under- 
stands, 

Let us look at the official figures and see 
how economy improves the situation from a 
Sabitery point of view. Before the meters 
were introduced, Atlanta used from four to 
six million gallons of water daily. Since 
the n eters have been putin not quite two 
million gallons havebeen used. This issup- 
posed to be a saving of seven or eight thou- 
sand dollars a year; but is there any saving 
init? From asanitary point of view there 
is a great loss. 

It is true, the board of health is entitled 
toas much water as it can use in flushing 
the sewers, but this is not by any means so 
important or so necessary as the continual 
use of waterin dwellings. The meters have 
given us greater protection in case of sick- 
ness, butif the city is not to reap the benefit 
of the artesian well, the fire protection be- 
comes less important. 

THE CONSTITUTION is of the opinion that 
the engine of the artesian well should be 
run to its full capacity both day and night, 
and if the people do not use the water, ar- 
rangements should be made to turn the sur- 
plus into the sewers until additional pipes 
can be laid. These additional pipes should 
be laid at once. The people cannot have 
too much pure water. Instead of a scrimp- 
ing policy calculated to economize the arte- 


sian water, it would be economy to bore | 


another well and run both to their full ca- 
pacity. 


Dying in Disgrace. 


It is believed that the dangerous wound 
inflicted upon General Bazaine, the other 
day, by a French journalist in Madrid, will 
result fatally. 

Bazaine’s career has been brilliant and 
disgraceful. More than half a century ago 
he entered the French army, servedin Africa, 
and received the cross of the Legion of 
Honor on the field of battle. He fought in 
Spain and in Morocco. Inthe Crimean war 
he made a gallant record, and was raised to 
the rank of general of division. In 1862 he 
accepted a command in the French army in 
Mexico, and the following year was made 
commander in chief. He achieved some no- 
table victories, but the attitude of our gov- 
ernment compelled him to withdraw, leav- 
ing Maximilian to his fate. 

The part played by Bazaine in surrender- 
ing Metz to the German forces, with its 
6,000 officers and 173,000 soldiers, needs 
only a brief mention. For this unsoldierly 
conduct the unfortunate general was sen- 
tenced to twenty years’ imprisonment in a 
fortress. With the aid of his wife the pris- 
oner escaped, and during recent years has 
resided in Madrid. Broken down by pover- 
ty, old age and disgrace, it matters little to 
the miserable exile whether the assassin’s 
stab kills him.’ To this helpless and hope- 
less wreck death must be welcome. 


Lieutenant Danenhower’s Death. 
There is something peculiarly sad in the 
thought that Lieutenant John W. Danoen- 
hower, of the United States navy, after en- 
during with heroic fortitude the most terri- 


ble tortures of an arctic search, after battling 


bravely and successfully for life against edds 
which would have crushed a heartless cour- 
ageous, should have come back to home and 
loved ones, and to justly earned honors, to 
die by hisown hand. Yesterday morning 
he was found lying dead in his quarters at 
Annapolis, where he was detailed as an in- 
structor in the naval academy. There was 
a bullet hole in his right temple, and the 
only words he had_left were ‘‘Send me-to my 
brother at Washington.”’ 

The statement that the immediate cause 
of the suicide was his fear of being court- 
martialedj for recently allowing a ship he 
was navigating to run ashore would not or- 
dinarliy be asatisfactory explanation of such 
a deed at the hands of a brave and gifted 
young man. There was undoubtedly some 
mental aberration, resulting from his fright- 
fuk exposure in the arctic regions. This 
made him morbidly sensitive and destroyed 
the balance of his strong and cultivated 
mind. He brooded over the fate of his 
friend, Gatewood, who only a few wéeks ago 
also died by hisown hand. An exaggerated 
sense of present trouble blurred the bright 
prospects which lay before him and tor- 
mented him to the desperate act. How 
much better it would have been if poor 
Danenhower had found a grave in the ice of 
the'arctic beside DeLong, whom he went to 
rescue ! 
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Knock Him Down. 


The Philadelphia Inquirer says: ‘“‘Ifa 
man points an ‘unloaded’ gun at you, knock 
him down immediately.’’ 

This is excellent advice, and we trust it 
will be universally followed. In Georgia, 
and in several other states, it is a misde- 
meanor to point a deadly weapon at a per- 
sop. Such should be the law everywhere, 
But every man should be a law unto himself 
in this matter. It is perfectly right to'resent 
such practical jokes as are played with fire- 
arms, whether they be loaded or unloaded. 
These silly tricks do not always end fatally, 
but they constitute ample provocation fora 
square knock down. When you find your- 
self face to face with a man who insists on 
‘“‘playing with you’’ in this manner- don’s 
stop to argue with him. Knock him down)!

NUTMEGS. 


How They Get Their White Color and Why 
Girls Wear Them on Their Necks. 
From the New York 8un. 

Down in the cellar of a Water street ware- 
house a man was shoveling nutmegs into a coarse 
tieve and rattling away like a frugal housekeeper 
with an ash sifter. 

“What's the matter with them?’ ventured the 
Evening Sun- beam. 

“Nothing,” axswered the performer. 
see I’m only grading them.” 

‘“‘Won’t the grocer charge more for a big nutheg 
than for a little one?’ 

“Well, right here in these boxes the nuts are just 
as they came from Singapore and Batavia. They 
are what the trade calls, 1103,’ that is, 110 nuts to 
the pound, and thatis the way this firm bought 
’em ; but as a matter of fact 110s average better than 
that, and it pays usto pick out the big ones and 
sell them separately—see? The largest nuts run 
about 70 to the pound, but there are some feather 
weights that go 10 to the ounce.”’ 

‘“‘What makes them look s0 white?”’ 

“Lime. It was shaken over them when they 
were packed for shipment. It keeps them fresh, 
and it weighs something too, When you 
buy nutmegs in the east each one of these 
boxes goes for half a picul. But the New York 
jobber takes very little for granted ~when he 
puts his money into merchandise that has sailed as 
far as these nuts;have. Every box of them has 
got tobe weighed on the Yankee beam, and on 
freedom’s own soil, too; and, what is more, ten per 
cent of every parcel must be tared beforé the jo>- 
ber lets go of hissilver dollars, Foreign weights 
must be naturalized, like the foreigner himseli, 
before we take much stock in them.

tal, physical and moral endowments are inherited 
just a8 readily as the general appear-’ 
ance in form and features, the better for our race; 
and better still, when we recognize the truth that 
maladies and abnormal conditions are, to a large 
extent, preventable. Hence the necessity of know- 
iDg our sntecedent history, and that our natural 
tendencies to disease should be held in check by 
av lding all external surroundings that wouid be 
likely to damage the physical and mental integri- 
ty, Considering at all times and under all circum- 
stances the family deficts, No family should hesi- 
tate or fail to give to their family ‘ee 
as far as possible, a full aud 
complete history of their antecedents, 
cirect and remote, their tendencies to health and 
disease, their tastes, habits, and idiosyncracies 4 
but sbould confer with the physician freely as to 
the natural tendencies of their children, and as to 
what sort of-mental traini and environments 
they should have, and even in es so to the busi- 
ness callings of life. The transmission of physio- 
logical morbid processes 1s seen every day, on 
every side, and in every community. And it 
should be remembered that this law is operative 
a ike ppon both the mental and physical powers. 
It has been my duty for years to care for many of 
this unfortunate class, and my observation, and 
the recorés of the institution over which I pre- 
side, will show to our shame, that a majority of 
these maladies point back to heredity, ay the most 
potent cause; and they show farther that it is not 
necessary, by any means, that the defects of the 
parentt should be fully developed in ouder to 
transmit to the children tendencies to morbid con- 
ditions. I dare say that all ailment, and the his- 
tories of all eases in similar instutions, if they 
could be correctly obtained, would bear me out in 
these statements. It would not be difficult 
to produce instances of families once possessed of 
great mental and physical powers, and good mor- 
als, who bave married into defective families, and 
continued to doso, for pecuniary and other co:wide-- 
atiors, untilthey have degenerated, physically, 
mentally and morally, becoming a burden tothem- 
selves and tosuciety; and in some Cases these famj- 
lies have faded out entirely, without giving a 
thought to heredity, or to the inevitable conse- 
quences of the violation of that biological law. The 
strong stand by almost without an eifort to correct 
or check these great evils, or to prevent the perpet- 
uation of such a conditions, when so much 
might be accomplished by proper training aud edu- 
cation—the only forces through which help can be 
had. Is pot this asad commentary on our civiliza- 
tion and Christian intelligence? There wasa bill 
introduced in the last legislature looking to the ed- 
ucation ofour youth in the lawsof life, and the 
funetions of living beings. What became ofit? It 
died for the want of sufficient support. 
I cannot say why it was not supported; 
but the probabilities are 
Vital importance of this measure to the human race 
Was not fully =. If we neglect to educate 
the masses so that they will understand and appre- 
ciate the laws of health and the natural principles 
which underlie human development, degeneration 
will follow. Itisnot presumed that mankind in 
general, and especially the young, when they are 
sO succeptible to all sorts of bad influences, wiil 
— against danger unless they apprehend that 
anger exists. But when the danger is known, to 
avoid it is natural. Why is it that. we seeithe people 
who dwell near the track of the cycloue insuring 
their property, and digeing pits? The answer is 
easy. They understand and appreciate the danger 
to life and property from these storms; and they do 
all in their power to guard their lives and property 
against future injury. Isit not reasonable to sup- 
pose that we would have the same forethought and 
observe the same caution, if we knew that we were 
susceptible to any particular diseese; if we knew 
that ere was a sleeping magazine 
deeply and securely fixed within our constitution 
simply needing a match, the slightest exciting 
cause to produce a fearful and destructive explo 
sion? With such a knowledge would we not culti- 
vate the healthy tendencies, and develop stronger 
and more vigorous constitutions, so as to be better 
qualified to resist the attacks of destructive infiu- 
ences; and ifthe morbid tendencies are not cuiii- 
vated, they will gradually, in many Cases, become 
atrophied,and, with proper marriages and healiiy 
surroundings, will ultimately fade out. Many of 
us are living today by accident. 
Some of our ancestors had perhaps 
consumptive diathesis, and by fortuitious- 
circumstances married into vigorous and heaithy 
femilies, free from all unhealthy taint, and hence 
we areliving. Levy says: |‘‘To be born of healthy 
and ge pereute is to have a good chance of lon- 
gevity.”’ Ifthe laws of biology and the effects oi 
the violation of the physiological laws were prop- 
erly understood, is it not reasonable that they 
would be regarded more than they are now. The 
only hope is in the pape mental training and ed- 
ucation at home and in our schools. If this 
should fail would it not be just, wise and 
humane, and would not the _ dictates 
of humanity, demand that there should bea board 
of health in every county composed ofjthejbest, the 
most cultured and conscientious physicians, whose 
duty it should be to give a certificate, so far as re- 
lates to the mental and physical condition of par- 
ties before they could obtain marriage license? I 
fully appreciate the difficulties and the apparent

If 
it is so important to recognize this law, in obtain- 
ing such qualitiesas we may desire in the lower 
orcer of animals, why is it not of equal importance 
in the human race, when we know the same law 
is operative alike in this race? I was forceably im- 
pressed with the attention given to the law of he- 
redity in rearing fine horses, while in Kentucky. 
On one occasion I had the pleasure of visiting @ 
noted stock farm, There I tound a highly intelli- 
gent gentieman, a scientifieqnan, engaged in rear- 
ing fine horses. They were noted for their beauty, | 
speed and endurance, and when I went into his

judicious crossing, it was hoped that the defects 10 
s}mmmetry might be eradicated. A’s pictures 
went around on the wall, from one generation to 
anotber, the improvement was marked, step by 
step, until the detects in symme had peen eén- 
tirely eliminated, and the speed of the family had 
been wonderfully improved. Itisa ma of un- 
speakable shame that we have not yet led?Pned to 
vaive the human animal as men value the horse or 
the cow, or even the pig. Children are bred 
taught and developed without reference to natural 
tendencies of the grand result which should be the 
tim of all training. Of many of our race it may be 
seid. ‘They were not brought up; they just grow- 
ed.”” I might say here that the mannerin which 
our children are taught at home, andin our schools 
is frequently productive of much physical and 
mentai suffering. Parentsand teachers over anxious 
to ah their children forward, stimulate them 
to longer hours, and crowd them with far more 
studies, than is conducive to their prychial and 
a health. These should be developed in 
jarmony, one with the other; and it should be re- 
membered that no two children are any more 
alike meniajly and physically, tham they are in 
appearances, features, etc. Their natural tenden- 
cies should be Well considered, and each child’s 
mental training and surroundings should be deter- 
mined with an eye to their deficiencies and 
their needs. I apprehend that this is one of 
the principal troubles. Teachers should not be 
overcrowded with pupils, so thatthey may have 
opportunities of studying the peculiarities, or nat- 
ural tendencies of each child. No educator can 
do justice toa child without such a knowledge. I 
could illustrate by pointing to many cases that 
have come under my observation, minds and bodies 
broken c€own by these hurtful processes. Parents 
and teacbers were so blinded by their anxiety to 
see the pupils progress rapidly, that they could not 
see that such great and continuous mental 
effort, inthe early formative stage of life, was 
more than even an adult brain with the same ten- 
dencies could stand. All educational systems 
should be viewed from a physiological and sani- 
tary standpoint. Moral education should be an 
important feature of home and school training. A 
failure to educate children to obey is fraught with 
much suffering to both children and parents; and 
this particular element of successful training 
should claim our mort earnest attention. Defective 
education increases the depravity and disease of a 
people; all educatiomal systems that disregard the 
natural tendenciesiand moral traininglareldefective. 
From what germ came our depravity, suffering and 
death? From disobedience on the part of Adam 
and Eve. The same law is stillin force; it is the 
inexorable law of God. If children learn to opey 
from their youth, it will be a fixed principle of 
their mature life, and their will power will be suf- 
ficiently strong to come in contact with the busi- 
ness callings of life. Such an education enables 
them the better to conform to all the lawsof health. 
Self control is elevating, socially 
and morally; and it is abso- 
lutely necessary to health and happiness. The 
action of the brain is more or less under control of 
will power, It controls the depraved tendencies, 
keeping them under subjection, and leads the 
mind constantly into normal channels, which 
ive healthy mental action. If obedience to law 
s not obrerved in youth the volition will be too 
weak to resist the depraved tendencies, passions 
and appctites; and utter rnin will, in all proba- 
bility, be the result, when the untrained come in 
contact with the Toe. 2+ Bw @ 
profound importance to ponents and educators 
that the will power of children be mig ee J obsery- 
ed. There is a commendable interest being mani- 
fested in the humane care, treatment and reforma- 
tion of the criminal. Someof the most philan- 
thropic people have organized a national prison 
congress, and are giving much time and thought 
to the best means of car ng for and reforming this 
unfortunate class. While I know and apeegctate 
the fact that this congress originatedin the heart 
ofa noble, philanthropic, Christian gentleman, 
and that it has accomplished good, and will ac- 
complish more, yetI believe thatif half ofthe 
commendable zeal manifested for the welfare and 
reformation of these unfortunates, after they get 
into trouble, was manifested in the correction of 
their hereditary tendencies, andinsecuring gon) 
attention to hygenic surroundings in youth and 


healtby marri es, thera would bo mueh tess de- 
pravity and crime and far less use for Sing-Sing 


prisons or convict Camps, nor would there be so 
great a demand for houses, inebriate asylums 
and other charitable and humane institutions. 

And would not this be the course oftrue beney- 
olence? I am satisfied if this congress could get at 
the true etiology of the crime of every criminal, 
much of it would ve due to heredity and bad envi- 
ronment. Much of this trouble is susceptible of miti- 
nyenrr or even entire elimination; but we will not 

e satisfied in looking for such reformation in aduit 
life. It must be done in youth, 

Proper education of the massesis the only force 
by which we can hope to attain such an en The 
science of health must be taught at home, and in 
our £choo!ls. Maudsley says, ‘‘Knowledge 
ot ourrelves, of our body and the various functions 
of its organs, and the effects of external objects, 
would be a most effective antidote, for most of the 
evils which afflict mankind.’’ It is not only the 
duty of the profession, but of society, to ascertain 
tue most important factors in the causation of our 
evils, predis ng and exciting, and enforce such 
wholesome laws and hygenic surroundings as will 
check them. Pardon me for saying just here, that 
in my judgment Atlanta, the largest city in the 
state, and one of the most enterprising an ublic 
spirited in the United States, has made a nobie and 
manly effort to remove from her midst one of the 
most potent factors in the causation of all of our 
evils. There is a problem not farin the future that 
will agg concern the southern states; and it wiil 
not a matter of little moment. I refer tothe 
care of the criminal and afflicted of the.colored 
race. Uniess there is a radical change in their 
habits and turroundings we may expect great 
trouble in the future. The habits and environ- 
ments of the women are very much like those of 
the men; and when both parents have bad habits, 
or defective organizations, it is almost a certainty 
that the child: en of such parents will be depraved 
or defective. Like will beget like. ‘‘Whatsoever a 
man soweth that shall he also reap.’’ I confidently 
expect the race to be to us what the defective 
foreign immigration is to many of the northern§ 
western and eastern stetes. Up to 1867 there was 
no class of se ie that enjoyed better physical 
and mental health than the negroes of Georgia. 
They were then most entirely exempt from insan- 
= § and consumption. They are now very suscep- 
tible to both, and the rapid increase of these dis- 
eases is alarming, when we know that the genuine 
negro in slaver had no inherited predis tion 
tosuch a diathesis. Consumption and ~~ 
keep pace one with the other. This fact is wel 
illustrated in the negro. His race had

1, There is no enterprise that commends itsc f 
more to our profound sympathies, than a scho 1 
for the feeble minded or idiotic children of our 
state. Its great utility, and value would soon b93 
seen under wise and patient training. There are 
many cases that are susceptible of great improve- 
mentand some cases that might be qualified to 
sustain themselves. Itis wrong to associate them 
with the insane, for it is hurtful to them and to 
po insane, and also to the state in an economical 
view. 

2. There should also be established in connec- 
tion with one of the conwct camps. a hospital for 
the care and treatment of the insane convicts. 
The wards ef ordinary asylums forthe insane are 
not proper places for the custody and treatment of 
the insane convict.

ENFORCING THE LAW. 


THE PROHIBITION CASES IN TH® 
CITY COURT. 
LTS 
Herman U ernor Amends His Plea and Pleads “Gatl- 
ty"-Judge Van Epps Sentences Him to Pay a 
Fine of 8200 Louis Muller Gets $100—A 
Case Against Steve Grady, Evo. 


When the city court met yesterday the room 
was crowded with spectators. It was expected 
that the Werner case would develop some sen- 
sational features. 

Many prominent prohibitionists and anti- 
prohibitionists oceupied the front seats, and 
they followed the proceedings with’ unflagging 
interest, 

Between fifteen and twenty -witnesses had 
been summoned, some well known citizeng 
being among the number. | 

The defendant, Mr. Herman Werner, was 

early in his place, and his counsel, 
Mes:rs. Hopkins and Glenn, were near him. 
_ The prosecution pursued the line indicated 
in the Beiser cass, Solicitor Glenn placed 
upon the stand several reputable citizens, who 
were questioned rigidly as to whether or not 
they had ever drunk whisky or beer in Kenny 
& Werner’s saloon, and several of them replied 
in unequivocal language that they had. It 
was difficult, however, for any of the witnesses 
to define clearly the difference between “‘agaric”’ 
and whisky. : 

The state having established this important 
point, the.defendaut deemed it best to wich. 
draw his plea of “not gailty’ {and to 
plead “guilty” to the indictment. The court 
permitted him to do so. 

This brought the trial to an abrupt termina- 
tion, much to the disappointment of the throng 
of visitors, who came with the expectation of 
seeing some fan, 

Judge Van Epps, after the clerk had record- 
eda plea of “guilty,” proceeded to pais sen- 
tence upon Mr. Werner and upon Mr. Louis 
Muller, bis bar tender, who was convicted last 
Monday. 

Judge Ven Epps said: 

“Since the ruling of this court in the Beiser case 
the practical effect of which was to deciare the re- 
tailing of domestic wines for consumption on the 
— ses within the peryiew of this statute and to 

mpore penalties upon violators for permitting tip 
ling in wines to be done in winerooms, the prohi- 
bition law, in my opinion, based upon reliable in- 
for mation, ras been comparatively well observed; 
as wellobserved, perhaps, asa new law would be ob- 
seryed that was in opposition to the busiuess inter- 
ests and habits of a large number of our people. 

I think it may be confidently expected hereafter 
that only bad men who are utterly disregardfal of 
the law as distinctly announced from the benches 
in this county, will hereafter commit offenses 
against the prohibition laws. Men of such a char- 
acter will deserve, and will receive, no sympathy 
from the court. 

If the business of conducting a wineroom cannot 
be profitably conducted except | violating the 
law which it is the duty ot every citizen to observe, 
the only honorable course left is for the citizen to 
abandon the business and devote himself to some 
otheremployment In this case Mr. Werner, after 
he was indicted, abandoned the business. Ile gave 
it up altogether because he found, I suppose, that 
he could not conduct the business profitably with- 
out violating either by himself or through his 
clerks the law, which it is the duty ofthe courtin 
this county to enforce. I think that consideration 
ought to weigh a great deal with the 
court in passing sentence upon him. 
In addition to that fact he has 
yoluntarily come in and submitted himself to the 
indement of the court, having withdrawn his plea 
i not guilty and filed a plea of guilty. 

In the case of Louis Muller: Mr. Muller was a 
clerk in that same establishment. An ajllidavit 
filed by him informs the court that he is a poor 
man cependent altogether upon his salary which 
was, until a recent period, sixty dollars a month, 
for his my pens that he hasa wife and five child- 
ren; that be was notin any wise interested in the 
business of Kenny and Werner, and he says:— 

“Deponent says tuaton oath that hereafter he 
will ure care as to what he sells and promises 
uncer oath that he will not again violate the 
law.’’ 

That solemn statement filed under oath in this 
court, isa matterthatis proper to be. taken into 
consideration. 

Let Mr, Werner pay a fineof $200 and costs, or 
six months on the public works. 

Let Mr. Muller pay a fine of $109 and costs, or 
four months on the public works. 

The case of the state against Steve Grady 
was then called. This case is similar to the 
other whisky cases, and pretty much the svme 
witnesses will be required to testify. Two 
witnesses for the state were examined, when 
the court adjourned until 9 o’clock this morn- 


ing. 
The defendant is represented by Mr. H. Cal- 
berson.

The Per Diem and Mileage Systems Thorough!y Dis- 
cussed But No Definite écttion Taken—Appoint- 
mentof Standing Committees—Two Be- 
ceptions-The Programme, te, 


What is technically known as the “per 
diem” question received the attention of the car 
accountants convention yesterday. 

For years it bas been evident to railroad author 
ities that the mileage system ofapportioning freiget 
charges,isnot by any means a brilliant success, 
snd it has been their aim to find, if possible, some 
way of curing the evils of Ithe present system. Two 
methods are proposed: First, for each road to 
charge other roads a fixed rate per day per each 
day they have in their possession any of its cars— 
this is the straight per diem system; second to com- 
bine the two systems, charging a low per diem 
rate and also c low mileage rate. The discussion 
yesterday was concerning the necessity for a change 
to the per diem system, and, should this be neces- 
sary, as to the respective merits of “straight per 
diem,’ and of “per diem and mileage mixed.” 

On Tuesday a committee, with Mr. Squires, of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy as chairman, was 
appointed to consider these questions and to report 
tothe convention. Yesterday’s session began by 
the passage of several resolutions tending to sim- 
plify the clerical work connected with the secre- 
tary’s position, placing within the control of that 
officer all of the printing of the association, and 
also giving him the power toemploy what steno- 
graphic assistance he might require. 
The question of reporting the destruction 
of cars to owners was discussed at some length b 
Messrs. Wilber, Trout, Davies,Gilmon, Halsey, Broo 
and others, and a resolution to the effect thatitis the 
duty of car accountants to report to owners all 
cases of injury to their cars was adopted. 

The convention had been awating, not very pa- 
tiently, the arrival of the committee on per diem, 
but there wasa limitto the patience of the mem- 
bers, and Messrs. Spalding and Maroney were ap‘ 
pointed to wait upon the committe and state that 
the convention was waiting to hear from it. —— 
Mr. Spalding’s return he stated that the committee 
had arrived at no conclusion aud had 
recommended that the convention go into a 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
and discuss the subject thoroughly. This motion 
was adopted, and Mr, Squire was called to the 
chair. 

The discussion of the question was opened by 
Mr. 5 ngorae who read an able pores favoring a 
combination of the per diem and mileage systems, 
He thought that the adoption of the straight ~ 
diem system would be not only experimental but 
revolutionary, and that the roads, where a change 
is most necessary, would not go into anything in- 
volving £0 radical a change. 

Mr. Hoyle read a long letter from Mr. 
Yowley, of the Pennsylvania, who has |given the 
subject a great deal of [study. 

Mr Maroney read an able paper, in the course of 
which he treated the question in every possible 
phase. He favored the ‘‘small per diem aud low 
mileage rate’ system, claimiag that this would not 
be found oppressive if well regulated, He thought 
the rate; oq day might be about 10 cents and rate 
per mile half of one cent, adding that in his opia- 
ion a tax of 50 cents per day ought to be charged 
for cars of one road used in the local service of an- 
other, this tax to _ the road 
responsible. Though not in particularly good 
voice—owing to circumstances over which he had 
no control—he grew quite eloquent and his paper 
was heartily enjoyed y allofthe members. 

By the time Mr. Maroney had concluded, it was 
nearly dianer time. After Mr. Willis E. Reagan 
had been elected an honorary member of the as- 
socjation and the convention had accepted with 
thanks Mr. Joseph M. Brown’s invitation fora 
visit to Kennesaw mountain, a recess till half past 
twoo’clock was taken. 

AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

The discussion was renewed in earnest. Mr Hal- 
sey read quite a long letter from R.F, Goodwin, 
general superintendent of the Buffalo Creek rail- 
road, which contained athorough review ofthe 
stand taken by roads having waterterminals, It 
was Claimed that the per diem system is an unjust 
tax on terminal roads for the benefit of roads jin 
the interior.

Votes were taken upon the various rates 
suggested, but the majority of the members did 
not seem to know what they were voting on. 

Mr. Spalding spoke again in favor of the mixed 
system. His theory was thatit would be found 
impossible to get all the roads to adopt the per 
diem pure an anny any It may come to that after 
awhile, but it must be reached by degrees, 

Mr. Squire indorsed these views and thought 
the proper figures would be one-half cent per mile 
and fifteen cents per day. He has found in his ex- 
perience that the detention of cars increases each 


year. 

As there seemed to be no desire for further dis- 
cussion, the committee ot the whole was dissolved, 
and the original committee on per diem retired to 
further consider the subject.
